Low Cost Dwellings Con- 
struction Speeded— 
Bonds Considered 


The Board of Estimate, in special 
meeting called yesterday by Mayor 
LaGuardia, took steps to advance 
plans for construction of low cost 
housing without Federal aid and 
received a resolution to be consid- 
eréd at a later meeting providing 
compliance with the State Hous- 
ing Law ‘in the issuance of bonds 
for the projects. 

The resolution provides also for 
funds to be raised through a pro- 
posed occupancy tax to meet inter- 
est charged on $10,000,000 in bonds 
to be issued to initiate the city’s 
housing program. 

Bonds will probably be issued by 
the New York Housing Authority. 

The occupancy tax, introduced in 


the City Council by Laborite B. 


Charney Vliadeck and not yet passed 
on by the Council, would impose a 
levy of $1 to $6 a year on occu- 
pants (owners or (tenants) of. any 
premises used for profit, whether 
such premises be used for a store, 
effice ar other professional or com- 
mercial purpose. 


SMALL STORES PROTECTED 


Under the law small stores and 
offices would pay not more than 
$1 a year. 

The resolution.on housing was 
predicted on passage of the occu- 
pancy tax to net $500,000 which 


would be used to guarantee interest: 


and amortization charges on the

The opening session of the con- 
vention was a colorful affair.

The Silver Shirts, who held their second saaakiie 
within a month at the Great Northern Hotel last night, 
are headed by William Dudley Pelley and were exposed 
in a-Congressional investigation in 1934 as an open fascist 
organization backed by funds of the duPont family. Zach- 
ary, Pelley’s aid, is touring the country organizing secret 
cells and has recently spoken in Johnstown, Pa., and 
Tounertqwn, Ohio.

Chinese Lines Hold 
As Japanese Attack 


Machine Gunners Mow Down Waves of Invaders’ 
Troops and Third Offensive Against 
Lunghai Railroad Is Halted 


(Wireless to the Daily Worker) 
HANKOW, May 9.—Grim-faced, fearless Chinese ma- 
chine-gunners crouching amid the ruined villages and. shell- 
pocked grain fields of the South Shantung front today 


mowed down attacking waves of Japanese infantrymen and 


halted the third Japanese offensive against the Lunghal 


railway in seven weeks. 


The crack Chinese troops of Gen- 
eral Li Tsung-jen, supreme com- 
mander on the Lunghai front in 
North China, held fast to the 
ground regained after the rout of 
the Japanese at Taierhchwang in 
early April. 

Japanese losses in the last few 
days’ fighting around the battletorn 


town of Peihsien, in North Kiangsu 


just south of the Shantung border, 
mounted to more than 2,300 killed. 
It was here that the Japanese 
fought their way closest to the 
Lunghai line. 


FLANKING ATTEMPT FAILS 


The Chinese counter-offensive had 
died down when the Japanese were 
able to bring their heavy artillery 
into play, but Japanese hopes of 
taking the Lunghai road and driving 
j against Hankow were still dim. 

The Japanese, hdving been unable 
to crack through the Lunghai’s de- 
fenses from the north by advancing 
down the Tientsin-Pukow railway, 
nave also met dismal failure in their 
attempts to outflank the defenders 
of Suchow. by a drive northwards 


from Nanking along the southern | 


division of the Tientsin-Pukow line. 

Suchow is the strategic junction 
of the Lunghai and the Tientsin- 
Pukow railways. Control of Suchow 
means domination of railroads run- 
ning wheel-wise to Tientsin, Sian, 
Pukow (Nanking) and Haichow—the 
key cities of North China. 

The Japanese drive towards Su- 
chow from the south moved repicly 
for a while after a Japanese ce: 
umn won a foothold on the north

SOME QUESTIONS THE CONVENTION WILL PUT— 
STRUGGLE AND PARTY BUILDING—ONE JOB 
1,900 NEW YOUNG COMMUNISTS IN N. Y. 


By George Morris 


The Tenth National Conventiei of the Communist Party is almost 
here. | : 

It will be the largest gathering of Communist leaders and active 
workers in the Party’s history. In a sense it will also be, in an enlarged 
form, the sort of gathering that we had at the time of the Party 
Builders Congress. Hundreds of the Party's foremost builders will be 
there, 

The convention will take into account four more months of expe- 
rience in Party building which followed the campaign that brought 
22,000 new recruits into the Party. 

Among the questions before the convention will be: 

Have the 22,000 been kept? 

Has subsequent recruiting gone beyond the rate reached in the 
drive months? 

What percentage of the registered and newly enrolled mem- 
bership is paying dues? 

What progress is being made in shop unit organization? 

The convention will go into these matters to clear the decks for 
the next stage in the Party’s growth—for completion of the goal of 
100,000 members and FULL SPEED BEYOND THAT FIGURE. 

83 PER CENT ON ROLLS PAY DUES 

There are already a few preliminary indicators that answer the 
above questions, but by convention time there will undoubtedly be some 
changes. 

On the basis of the average dues payments for the first three 
months of 1938, 83 per cent of the members who were registered 
plus those who have been recruited in that period. have paid 
dues. This is probably the highest percentage in this respect 
that the Party has ever achieved. 

But the picture is not the same throughout the country. In some 
districts insufficient attention was given to consolidating organiza- 
tionally the steady influx of new members. 

Oklahoma, for example, a district that almost topped the list in 


rélative growth, is at the bottom of the list om dues percentages. The 


reason appears to be that the district’s leadership, having become very 
much involved in local struggles, especially for civil rights, is neglecting 
to give the necessary attention to organizational problems. We have 
here an old weakness—inability to combine active work with active 
Party building—a weakness, mowever, witich ed maine, are learning 


to overcome. 
RECRUITING RATES VARY 
So in the rate of recruiting there is considerable variation. 

. -_ Minnesota, Detroit, California, North Dakota and Florida are dis- 
tricts which showed in recent months an increase of the rate of 
recruiting they achieved in the drive months, This is as it should 
be, because they had more members through whom to: recruit. 

Boston, New Jersey, Texas, Alabama, the Northwest, Iowa and 
Montana are among the districts which have maintained the recruiting 
average of the drive months at a normal pace. 

But Illinois, Kansas, Oklahoma, Utah, Tennessee, Nebraska, Con- 
necticut, Wisconsin and Colorado are districts that had not yet brought 
their recruiting average to that of the four last months of 1937. Certain 
of these have considerable to go to reach that rate. 


BOSTON BRANCH—FIRST WINNER 

The first of the branches of each of the 35 Party districts to win 
the pennant and the right to directly elect a fraternal delegate to the 
national convention, is the South End Branch of Boston. 

Holding the highest recruiting record in the New England district, 
the South End Branch has more than doubled its membership in the 
months of March and April.

Martin Predicts Har- 
mony But Demotes 
Frankensteen 


(Special to the Daily Worker) 

DETROIT, May 9.—With two rep- 
resentatives of the CIO present as 
advisors, the 4-man international 
executive board of the United Auto 
Workers Union convened here to- 
day. 

Main issue before the body is to 
end the. factionalism which has 
divided the organization for more 
than a year. 

Homer Martin, union president, 
said today that he is confident 
“that this will be a harmonious 
meeting.” 

It was revealed, however, that-over 
the week-end Martin has written to 
all board members advising them 
that Richard T. Frankensteen will 
no longer bear the title of Assist- 
ant President on the ground that 
nothing in the constitution justified 
such a position. Frankensteen was 
so designated by Martin after the 
Milwaukee convention. His “de- 
motion” now to plain vice-president 
is interpreted as a reprisal for his 
action in launching a program to 
end factionalism without consulting 
Martin. 


NOT DISCUSSED 


The Frankensteen program was 
not discussed during today’s ses- 
Sion, according to Martin. “The 
board,” he added, “will adopt a pro- 
gram of its own to deal with various 
problems.” 

Martin explained that this did not 
mean & program planned specifi- 
cally to end factionalism, but “a 
constructive program for the union.. 
We will expect all good union mem- 
bers to abide by it. ‘Martin again 
sought to deny that factionalism 
exists in the union, “The only fac- 
tionalism there is,” he said, “is op- 
position to the administration.” 

In addition to the Frankensteen 
program to end factionalism, Walter 
Reuther of the West Side local will 
present a program “to end faction- 
alism by removing the causes of 
factionalism.” 

CIO representatives Ora Gasoway 
and John O'Leary, both of the 
United Mine Workers, said: “We are 
here to advise and to help, at Mar- 
tin's request. We are not interested 
in factionalism of any kind, but- 
only in the furtherance of: the in- 
terests of the UAW.” They both 
disclaimed any powers to “settle” 
the internal dispute.

uncommon number -of lies and slanders 
against the United Automobile Workers of

In the midst of these clouds of confusion, 
it is absolutely essential that the members 
of the UAWA, labor generally—and all pro- 
gressives—should be equipped with the true 
facts. 

We print elsewhere in this issue an ar- 
ticle entitled “Factionalism, the Enemy of 
the Auto Workers,” which gives a basic ex- 
planation of the situation within the VAWA 
and the all-important issues which confront 
it. The article is written by William Wein- 


stone and William Gebert, both mémbers of - 


the Central Committee of the Communist 
Party and Party leaders in Detroit. 


The false “dope” stories in the reaction- 
ary press—including the copyrighted dis- 
patches of the Associated and United Press 
agencies—would make it appear that the is- 
sue within the.

in practice? According to this argu- 


ment any group of people since they 
have a legal right to form a faction 
in the organization under the pres- 
ent system can organize caucuses 
and factions for good or bad reasons 
or no reasons at all. Who is to 
say whether the cause which leads 
to the formation of a faction is 


__ justified? Who can deny under the 


present system the right to any 
group to form a faction, say in a 
local union because they do not like 
the leadership and to maintain 
their factions as long as that lead- 
ership exists on the grounds “that 
factions cannot be wiped out until 
the cause of factionalism has been 
eliminated.” On this basis it is 
easy to conceive how a union can 
be split into all kinds of groups and 
factions and how any anti-union 
elements can get together’ and 
legally maintain a grouping against 
the union for reasons known only 
to themselves. The Socialists argue 
that the continuation of factional- 
ism is necessary for democratic pro- 
cedure, But the very/ opposite is 
true. } 

BROPHY’S STATEMENT 


Factions stifle democratic proce- 
dure because matters are decided 
outside of the regular channels of 
the union, in group meetings and 


are decided not/ on the basis of a 


democratic discussion but because 
of factional loyalties and adherance. 
Where demofcratic procedure pre- 
vails then ‘there is the greatest 
degree of participation of the rank 
and file and matters are settled 
without conflict which is the case 
of practically all the unions of the 
CIO except the UAWA. If the argu- 
ment of. the Socialists were correct

In striving to overcome the series of engineered 


financial’ panics since the formation of the Popular. 


Front, Daladier considered the moment opportune te 
Stabilize French finances by cutting down the value 
of the franc. This he was going to follow with the 
issuance of a $500,000,000 defense loan. Success of 
both these measures, he expected to be followed or 
accompanied by an influx of self-exiled. capital, 
Stabilization in itself is a factor for peace against 
the schemes of the 200 rich families to induce panic, 
economic disorder and sabotage. The Communist 


- Party has repeatedly urged such stabilization but not 


through, inflation or other methods that aid the 
French Tories. 

The measures employed by the Daladier government 
open wide the possibilities of a new offensive of the 
French economic royalists, assisted by the British 
Tories, against the interests of the majority of the 
French people and against the security of France.

Internally, when Daladier devalued the franc at 
about 179 for the British pound and 35.7 for the U.S. 
doilar, he was injecting a dose of inflation that threat- 
ened to increase prices and a reduted standard of 
living for the toilers, In this way, the employers an- 


ticipated a general wage cut and a reduction also of 


the incomes of the French farmers and middle class, 

In the forefront of the fight against the conse- 
quences of these measures stood the omnananiat Party 
of France. 


It warned the parties of the Popular Front that 
they must not allow the slightest rift in their ranks 


and particularly in the unity of the proletariat in 


the face of the new dangers confronting France. 

The French 200 rich families were not entirely 
satisfied with the financial steps taken by Daladier 
because. the major social] gains won by the Popular 
Front remained intact, 

The uneasiness of the Parisian economic royalists 
over what they called the “inadequacy” of the mon- 
etary measures, so long as the Ropular Front and its 
gains kept the burdens off the backs of the people, is 
told in this way in a éablé.from the Paris Bourse to 
the stock, bond and currency gamblers in Wall Street: 

“It is remarked in financial circles that the govern- 
ment’s devaluation does not suffice to stabilize the 
franc. There can be no improvement in business ac- 


- tivity unless ‘employes agree to work longer hours. 


The output, too, must be increased and an end put to 
the continual rise in wages and prices.” 


The similarity of this criticism to the anti-New 
Deal reactionary campaign is evident, 
Nevertheless, at least 10,000,000,000 francs of run- 
away capital returned,

Since these economic measures are an important 
part of the world political niachinafions of the British 
Tories in their conciliation of fascism the external 
pressure is as important as the internal. 


The forms of the tripartite (U.’S., Britain and 
France) monetary agreement were kept, but the Brit- 
ish Tories instead of collective action of these powers 
and the Soviet Union through its pact with France, 
hope to achieve the following by pressing devaluation: 

Destructive pressure against the Popular Front} 
creation of a Franco-Italian pact along the lines of 
the Anglo-Italian agreement, as a preface to a foure 
power understanding, including the Rome-Berlin axis; 
rupture of the Franco-Soviet mutual assistance pact; 
in return for a promise of a $500.000,000 loan to France, 
the Tories expect to get approval of granting Hitler 
control in Czechoslovakia and-a break-up of the 
Franco-Czech pact,
